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ADMIN TO RECOMMEND TUITION HIKE 


Gov't funding increases, 
but students still pay more

University of Alberta students 
may have to dig a little deeper— 
again—if a recommendation to in- 
crease tuition is approved at Fri- 
day’s Board of Governors’ meeting. 

Vice-president academic Doug 
Owram said Wednesday that 
University administration will rec- 
ommend tuition for the 1997-98 
school year be increased by 9.59 per 
cent, the maximum increase 
allowed by the province. If 
approved, students will be paying 
an additional $229.25 in tuition next 
year. 


However, Students’ Union 
president Garett Poston said stu- 
dents have already dug deep 
enough. 

“We're going to ... ask that the 
Board of Governors keep tuition 
current levels for next year,” he said. 

“We're going to say there’s no 
way to ensure this money will get 
targeted for the priorities they say 
it will.” 

He also pointed out that 86 per 
cent of students rejected the 
proposal in a plebiscite last fall. 

Students have been seeking 
more financial aid from the SU, with

“We've been looking for ways 
around that, but ... it would put us 
in too much of a straight-jacket fi- 
nancially if we didn’t [receive the 
increase]id Owram.” 

Alberta students have faced 
similar increases to make up for ap- 
proximately $53.6 million in 
provincial cuts over the last three 
years. However, the province won’t 
be making any new cuts in the 
coming school year; instead, the 
university will receive a 1.5 per cent 
increase in funding from the 
province. If the tuition increase is 
approved, money will go toward 
improvements in education, includ- 
ing the hiring of about 100 new fac- 
ulty members by July 1. 

“Tf it’s any consolation, at least 
the students will know the money 
would be [put] directly back into the 
learning experience and not just to 
cover lost income from 
government,” said Owram. 

The decision to seek the maxi- 
mum tuition increase for next year 
wasn’t an easy one, he added. 

“It’s a very difficult decision. I 
started off back in the summer ... 
hoping we could find a way to stay 
a little bit below the maximum.” 

With students currently paying 
about $2,800 a year, the University 
of Alberta is about in the “middle 
of the pack” for tuition costs, 
Owram said. 


requests to the Student Access Fund 
higher than expected this year, 
Poston said. Between January and 
August of 1996, the SU received 330 
requests for Access Fund money. In 
October alone, there were 274 ap- 
plications. 

“The case we’ve made over the 
last three years is [that] costs for stu- 
dents have increased ... but quality 
hasn’t increased at the same pace. 
Essentially students are paying 
more and receiving less than three 
years ago.” 

Poston suggested the university 
could use the slight government in- 
crease, along with it’s planned fund- 
raising money, to gradually improve 
education without increasing tuition. 

However, he isn’t optimistic the 
board will hold the line on tuition. 

“We [students] only have three 
out of 20 votes [on the BoG]. But it’s 
our responsibility to try it and that’s 
what we're going to do.” 

Grad Students’ Association Presi- 
dent Gordon Squirell said if there are 
to be increases, he would like to see 
grad students paying a different rate 
than undergraduates. Grad students 
currently pay about $500 more per 
year, he said. “We'd like to see that gap 
narrowed a bit.” 

While tuition has increased, 
teaching assistents haven’t seen a 
corresponding increase in pay, he 
added.

U of A leads the way in accommodating hearing-impaired students

The University of Alberta is 
becoming renowned throughout 
the country for its programs for 
hearing impaired students. 

Interpreters translating pro- 
fessors’ lectures from audible 
English to sign language are far 
more common and available at U 
of A than at other institutions in 
Canada, according to the U of A’s 
chief interpreter Tracy Hetman. 
“Aside from myself,” said 
Hetman, “there are a dozen or so 
interpreters.” Hedman also 
claims’ that ~ there ~-are 
approximately 10 hearing im- 
paired students on campus. 

One young deaf man wanted 
to study at the the University of 
Saskatchewan, but turned to the 
University of Alberta because an 
interpreter wasn’t available. The 
facilities he required were 
readily available, “and he’s now 
very happy here,” said Hetman. 


Interpreters for hearing im- 
paired students are funded by 
the provincial government, 
Hetman said. “The government 
has to make education 


all comes down to whether or not 
the student has good enough 
grades,” claimed Hetman, “and 
whether or not the facilities are 
available.”

There is a battle brewing 
between the University of Alberta 
and the University of Calgary, and 
it’s going to get bloody. 

No, it’s not a Bears vs. Dinos 
hockey game. The Red Cross has 
challenged both campuses to a 
blood drive. 

“The University of Calgary 
coordinator says they will win 
hands down,” said Erin Casey, clinic

coordinator for the Edmonton Red 
Cross Society. “But I disagree. We 
will win.” 

The ‘Battle of Alberta’ isn’t the 
only bloody competition. There is 
also an inter-faculty challenge. “ All 
students must sign in and state what 
faculty they are donating for,” 
explained Casey. The winning 
faculty will be presented with a 
certificate and given bragging rights 
in the Gateway. 

A mobile donor clinic will be set 
up in the Central Academic 
Building on January 10 and 17 
between 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

The average blood drive at the 
U of A collects 90 to 100 units of 
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The interpreters are used in just 
about every faculty on campus, 
including the Drama department. 
“Drama is a highly communication- 
oriented medium,” said Hetman, 
“and the interpreters basically help 
{hearing impaired students] on 
individual projects.” 

“U of A has the best services [for 
hearing impaired students] that I’m 
aware of in Canada,” said Hetman. 

One of the most recent classes 
to receive an interpreter is Professor 
S$. Pearson-Siebt’s Economics 102. 
“There was a form sent from 
Services for Disabled Students,” 
said Pearson-Siebt, explaining how 
she was informed of the entrance of 
the interpreter into her class. When 
asked whether the interpreter 
interfered with her lecture, she 
replied, “It was distracting for the 
first five minutes or so, because I 
kept on seeing [the interpreter] in 
my peripheral vision, but otherwise, 
it’s not inhibiting at all.” After 11 
years of teaching, this is the first 
time that Pearson-Siebt has shared 
her classroom with an interpreter. 


blood. For this clinic, they willneed 
130 to 140 units on each of the two 
days. “We really need it at this time 
of year,” Casey pointed out. 

The Red Cross’ stocks of O- 
positive and A-positive blood are 
extremely low right now, but all 
blood types are needed and 
welcome. “After January, it is 
consistently a low time for 
collections ... it’s hard to get people 
out,” said Casey. 

So what can students expect if 
they decide to bleed for the sake of 
school or faculty pride? “Students 
are looking at approximately one 
hour to donate,” explained Casey. 
“Tt may take one hour and fifteen 
minutes if it is busy.” 

The Red Cross relies on 
donations to supply the many 
Edmonton and area hospitals. Staff 
are very appreciative of students 
who donate blood. “Be prepared to 
be treated like gold by staff,” said 
Casey. “You will be given fabulous 
refreshments after you donate.” 

If students are worried that 
their professor may not believe that 
they were laying in CAB bleeding 
during their class, a note will be 
given if the tell-tale cotton ball on 
the arm isn’t enough. Stickers are 
also handed out so that you can 
show off with pride your 
willingness to ooze. 

Another alternative is to ask 
your professor to take the class ona 
field trip. Besides helping the U of 
A beat our neighbors to the south, a 
professor’s contribution will count 


as the equivalent of three donations 
to their faculty’s total. The dean’s 
blood is even more valuable—it is 
worth that of five students. 

The results of the challenge will 
be released at the U of A and the U 
of C at the same time. Calgary’s 
clinic will be held January 20 and 
24, 

If the challenge is a success, 
organizers hope to make it an 
annual event. “There will probably 
be an aspect of revenge involved for 
the losers,” said Casey. 


Before donating, students 
need to know a few things: 

- eat a meal at least 3 hours in 
advance 

- bring 2 pieces of ID. Your 
student ID can be used as one piece. 

- If you are taking any 
medication, know its name so 
nurses can make sure you can still 
safely donate blood. Aspirin and 
other pain killers should pose no 
problems. 

Other requirements include: 

- you must weigh a minimum 
of 110 Ibs 

- you can’t have gone to the 
dentist in the last 3 days, even if it 
was only for a cleaning 

- those who have had a tattoo 
or any type of body piercing in the 
last 12 months are unable to donate 

- be prepared to answer some 
questions about your sexual 
practices and sexual history. All

advantage of our experience: it’s 
easier than searching on their 
own,” she said. 

According to Coffin, CaPS’ 
new location on the second floor 
of SUB has gone over well with 
students and employers: “They’ve 
really responded well to the 
change.” She said that students 
like the new location because “it 
feels like an investment in them.” 

“It’s put people at ease a bit 
more and_ reinforced. the 
professionalism of the service,” 
said Coffin. The new location also 
seems to be more accessible to 
students, according to Coffin: 
“The first few days of this week 
we were counting more than 1200 
students coming through.” 

The move allowed CaPS to 
expand the size of its resource 
centre, which contains employer 
information, career search 
techniques, and industry listings 
that can provide valuable contacts. 

The space on the fourth floor 
formerly occupied by CaPS has 
been renovated and will be used 
to hold career workshops. 

Coffin said that the proximity 
of the other student services on the 
second floor has been convenient 
for CaPS. “We're getting a lot more 
referrals,” she said.

U OF A BAGS 2 OUT OF 
4 WOMEN’S GRANTS

Linda Vaudan is feeling a little 
more optimistic about her graduate 
work at the U of A. 

The Master’s student in 
educational psychology just won 
one of four 1996 Canadian Grants 
for Women given out by the 
Soroptimist Foundation of Canada. 
“Was I excited when I got the letter,”

she enthused. 

Vaudan wasn’t the only one to 
get good news. Another of the four 
grants went to U of A grad student 
and PhD candidate Patricia Hughes 
of Fort Saskatchewan, who is 
studying the special educational 
needs and social and behavioral 
problems of women with hearing 
loss. This means that half of the 
Soroptomist Foundation’s grants 
for 1996 went to U of A students. 

“I feel very happy and proud; 
it was an honour to me,” said 
Laudan. “Up until that point [when 
she heard she had won], I was 
feeling quite discouraged. 
[Winning] was a real boost, an 


incredible boost, and it was also a 
kind of validation for the reasearch 
that I’ve been doing. I'll always be 
grateful to the foundation for that.” 

The grants are part of a program 
that aids in “furthering the training 
and education of women whose 
proposed profession or occupation 
will directly help other women,” 
according to Soroptomist of the 
Americas, the Foundation’s 
magazine which announced the 
1996 winners in its November/ 
December issue. 

Vaudan was recognized for her 
research in women’s self-awareness 
specializing in adult women’s 
development. “I’m interested in life 
events and how people grow in 
them,” said Vaudan. 

Her work focuses on “life 
events” and “transformations” that 
occur to women during their 
midlife years. She cited a particular 
example of working with a female 
artist who had breast cancer last 
year. “That experience, that 
traumatic experience of having a 
lethal disease, has transformed both 
her art and her life ... it really 
increased her self-awareness,” said 
Vaudan. 

The other winners were Jane 
Warren of Halifax, currently taking 
an MBA at St. Mary’s University in 
Nova Scotia, and Leslie St-Jacques 
of North York who is taking a 
Master’s in environmental studies 
at York University in Toronto.

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Research reasons 


This is in response to the letter by 
Maureen Hurly which concluded that all 
animal research is inhumane. While I do 
agree with the fact that it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to use the phrases animal 
research and humane in the same sen- 
tence, I cannot agree with the opinion of 
the Ethics Committee that all animal re- 
search cannot be morally justified. This 
is rooted in the fact that I consider the 
life of a human being to be of greater 
value than that of an animal. If you do 
not share this opinion, then you might as 
well stop reading now, because nothing 
I say here is likely to change your mind. 

I work in medical research, and while 
I do not work with animals, I am very 
familiar with such work. Before you 
jump to conclusions, I do not have any 


vested interest in continuing animal 
research. If all animal research were 
stopped today, it would likely make 
more research money available fg» the 
type of work that I do. If it were pos- 
sible to stop animal research with no 
adverse consequences, I would be all 
for it, as 1am personally disturbed by 
the process. Unfortunately, the con- 
sequences would be the unnecessary 
loss of human lives, which is far more 
disturbing. 

The statement that studying ani- 
mals is of no value because the results 
are invalid or misleading when it 
comes to human biology is com- 
pletely untrue. An example of an or- 
ganism which has probably taught us 
the most about how human cells work 
is yeast, which is about as different 
from humans as you can get. Simi- 


larly, we have learned a great deal 
about how a fertilized egg devel- 
ops into a human by studying the 
development of frogs, fruit flies 
and worms. This is work which 
is both impossible and highly im- 
moral to attempt in humans, and 
may help prevent birth defects in 
the future. The differences be- 
tween the way these organisms 
and humans work are just in the 
details, and the research findings 
almost always apply to parallel, 
if not identical, processes in hu- 
mans. 

The majority of animal re- 
search which takes place today 
uses such organisms, as well as

When reading some literature 
arguing for the legalization of 
hemp, I found many claims that 
hemp is an extraordinary plant. 
The argument is that since hemp 
can be used for so many things, we 
are being harmed more with it be- 
ing illegal than if it were legal. But 
I began to think, “What is we com- 
pared it to an ordinary plant?” One 
of the first plants to come to mind 
was flax. It produces oilseeds and 
a fibrous stem so maybe it can do 
some of the things that hemp can. 
It’s also very ordinary—so ordi- 
nary that few people give a damn 
about it. In this series of three arti- 
cles I’m going to compare them. 
The point of course is not to sing 
the praises of flax (that would be 
boring). It’s merely to find out if 
the extra-ordinary plant can meas- 
ure up to the ordinary one. If it 
can’t, suppose we must conclude 
that the world won’t come to an 
end without “hemp the wonder 
plant” because it isn’t so wonder- 
ful after all. 

One of the first things that I 
found when I started researching 


the first in a short series of articles on: 


was that hemp advocates will 
sometimes lie and exaggerate. As 
a result, I tried to use objective 
sources as much as possible. If you 
do some research of your own, I’d 
suggest you do the same. Hemp 
advocates are people with an 
agenda after all. 

Another thing I no- 
ticed was that it is nearly 
impossible to do much 
reading on one without 
running into the other. 
Hemp and flax have simi- 
lar and overlapping histo- 
ries that go back thou- 
sands of years (although 
flax may go back further 
according to most 
sources). Despite this, the 
two plants are rarely compared. It’s 
as if the hemp advocates were 
scared. 

First, hemp (cannabis sativa) is 
a very competitive with other 
plants and so has few weed prob- 
lems which is an advantage: Flax 
(linum usitaatissimum) is not very 
competitive and so has more prob- 
lems with weeds, but this can also 


be turned to an advantage. Some 
farmers will grow a nursing crop 
such as clover or alfalfa amongst 
the flax thus effectively having two 
crops in the same field. Flax is gen- 
erally more susceptible to insects 
and other problems, but more re- 
sistant varieties are being bred all 


the time. And contrary to what 
some advocates say, hemp is not 
immune. It has its share of insects 
and pathogens. Where hemp is 
grown agriculturally, pesticides 
and chemical fertilizers are used 
just as with any crop. 

Hemp, as you may know, can 
be used to make textiles. Flax can 
be used to make cloth as well. It is

better known as “linen” and is one 
of the highest quality fabrics on 
Earth. In many ways it is superior 
to cotton. It is stronger, gives a cool- 
ing sensation in hot weather, ab- 
sorbs moisture better, dries more 
quickly, is more lustrous and stays 
clean more easily. In comparison to 
hemp, linen 
is softer and 
more elastic: 
thus better 
for clothing. 
The highest 
quality and 
most expen- 
sive hemp is 
about the 
same as the 
S17 lowest qual- 
ity linen. Generally hemp is so 
rough that it is usually only used 
for making sacks and upholstery. 
Flax can be used for these things 
as well, but it is usually the waste 
fibers (flax tow). 

Hemp is also impossible to 
bleach without destroying the fab- 
ric. Some hemp advocates say that 
is an advantage because beaching 
is bad for the environment. I find 
it hard to believe that very many 
people would be willing to wear 
brown all the time. But if you’re 
really against bleaching, linen can 
be left unbleached just as easily as 
hemp. I find it interesting, though, 
that hemp propaganda T-shirt are 
always made of cotton and most 
of them are bleached. 
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“Hemple the Wonderplant’ 


Hemp, however, is stronger 
than flax. I have not been able to 
find exactly how much stronger 
but both are several times stronger 
than cotton. Both fabrics have tra- 
ditionally been used as sail cloth 
because of their strength. 

Flax and hemp were once used 
extensively for fabric, but since the 
invention of the cotton gin, they 
have fallen out of favor. The fiber 
processing for both plants, which 
is nearly identical, is labour inten- 
sive and the fibers are too long for 
most machinery. 

Another disadvantage of 
hemp is that for the highest qual- 
ity fiber, the plant must be har- 
vested during pollination. Thus 
any hemp plants used for the tex- 
tile industry will not produce any 
seeds. Flax, on the other hand, is 
harvested when the seeds are 
nearly mature. Although they are 
called “flax seeds” when flax is 
grown for the seed, as a byproduct 
of the linen industry, they are usu- 
ally called “linseeds”. They are 
valuable for their oil and for the 
meal that is left after the oil is ex- 
tracted which is used as livestock 
feed. 

So far hemp isn’t surging 
ahead of the competition as one 
would expect from a “wonder 
plant”. It even seems to be falling 
a little behind. The next article in

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The Se Patient ae 
Directed by Anthony Minghella 
Starring Ralph Fiennes, Kristen Scott 
Thomas; William Defoe, Juliette Binoche ~ 
An incredible portrayal of the politics 
and poetics of passion and war, The English 
Patient, is a delicious and accurate cinematic 
interpretation of Michael Ondaatje’s criti- 
cally acclaimed novel of the same name. The 
story intertwines the lives of three men and 
a woman who end up sharing a crumbling 
Italian villa near the end of the Second World 
War. A shell-shocked Canadian nurse 
(Binoche), a army-employed thief (Defoe), a 
Sikh explosives expert, and a critically 
burned man known only as “the English 
patient” (Fiennes) enable one another to 
share not only their experiences of war but 
also their drastically differing coping tactics. 

All of the performances in this film are 
intense, sincere to Ondaatje’s characteriza- 
tions, and Oscar-worthy acting. The plot cen- 
tres around this successful characterization, 
and the characterization centres around the 
ghosts inevitably born of war. Binoche’s 
nurse is haunted by the ghosts of her friends 
and patients, Defoe’s thief is haunted by the 
living ghosts of those who betrayed and tor- 
tured him during the war, and Fienne’s pa- 
tient is haunted by the ghosts of a love affair 
in pre-war North Africa. 

The film successfully captures the nov- 
el’s complicated flashback chronology, as 
told from the patient’s point of view. It be- 
comes neither confusing nor predictable as 
many flashback sequences often do. The cin- 
ematography is breath-taking. The audience 
is presented with everything from the flashy 
nightlife of pre-war Cairo to the ruins of 
Tuscany to the undisturbed barrenness of the

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North African desert. The patient's love af- 
fair in North Africa is passionately and care- 
fully constructed to remain accurate to 
Ondaatje’s exploration of the politics of own- 
ership, body, and geography. Kristen Scott 
Thomas brilliantly plays Katherine, the 
woman who enlivens, consumes, and haunts 
the patient. Fiennes’ performance of the pa- 
tient in this relationship is equally brilliant, 
as he plays the unlikely protagonist with 
reality and passion. Fienne’s performance 
here rivals his critically-acclaimed perform- 
ance as a Nazi death camp warden in 
Schindler's List. Yes, he is that good. In The 
English Patient it is through this love affair, 
and the clever cinematography, that 
Ondaatje’s central parallels between love 
and war become clear in this film. 

This film has every cinematic element 
to attract the contemporary filmgoer: unbri- 
dled lust, espionage, exploration, romance, 
action, incredible cinematography, and acad- 
emy-award worthy performances. Along 
with being able to satisfy the modern-day 
movie viewer, this film also remains true to 
Ondaatje’s novel. It portrays the brutal, 
bleak realities and aftermaths of war and 
how they challenge the human spirit. 

The English Patient presents triumph and 
despair, offers few resolutions, and guaran- 
tees no solutions. It explores our conceptions 
of boundaries, and why these boundaries 
seem so important to our modern-day, so- 
called civilized society. Maclean’s magazine 
wrote of Ondaatje’s Booker-prize winning 
novel as “One of the finest Canadian novels 
ever written”. In my opinion, The English 
Patient is one of the finest novel-film adap- 
tations ever accomplished, and is sure to be 
one eof the es films 2 the new year.

One may, in fact, 
begin to wonder if Ed- 
monton even has that 
many poets...or, perhaps 
more significantly, if it has 
enough poetry aficiona- 
dos to fill all those the cof- 
fee houses year after year. 
Well, if you share such doubts, Marilyn 
Hooper hastens to dispel them. 

The Stroll of Poets Society, which organ- 
izes The 12 Days of Poetry, has over 200 mem- 
bers. And the crowds? “Standing room 
only,” enthuses Hooper, the coordinator of 
this unique annual event. “On the first night 
of the festival [December 27], it was minus 
105 degrees...but the Sugar Bowl was just 
packed.” Those present on the first day of 
poetry enjoyed their lattes in the presence 
of local poets Linda Jennings, Ellen Wells, 


Myrna Garanis and Jacqueline Bell. Each 
subsequent day has featured four more 
poets...and the crowds have grown as the 
days go by. 

Hooper explains that The 12 Days of Po- 


_etry developed as an off-shoot of the Stroll of 


Poets, an itinerant poetic adventure taking 
place in October. Stroll board-member and 
founder Doug Elves “had this vision of wan- 
dering poets in Old Strathcona,” Hooper ex- 
plains. “Someone told him 
he’d be lucky if he got 20 
people.” False prophecy. 
Soon, the Stroll was such a 
big event that members felt 
the need-to extend it—or, 
more specifically, to select 
some of the best Stroll con- 
tributors and give them a 
stationary position from 
which to read their work. 

“Poets submit their works anony- 
mously to a panel of jurors,” Hooper says, 
“which this year included local celebrities 
such as Jan Reimer, Terry Wickham and 
Walter Kaasa.” The jurors vote on their fa- 
vourites, and the 44 best poets are invited 
to take part in The 12 Days of Poetry. But 
that process only marks the end of the 
semi-finals; “Everyone votes on the best 
poets in the 12 Days...and the top five get 
to read on the final day.” This rigorous se- 


entertainment 
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lection process not only guarantees some 
seriously good poetry by the 12th day; it 
also assures that the poetry will appeal 
to a wide range of tastes and sensibilities. 
Allin all, one of the safest bets for poetry 
this year. 

Hooper also stressed that the Stroll of 
Poets Society offers many opportunities for 
budding poets to share and stage their 
works. “After the 12 Days, we’re launching

The ESO and Maestro Nowak open the 
first concert of 1997 this weekend with the 
fifth installment of the Magnificent Master 
Series. The performance will begin with 
Mozart's lively “Don Giovanni: Overture.” 
Mozart apparently composed this two days 
before its premiere in 1787. Maybe he was 
slacking off or something. I don’t know. 

The second piece is Malcolm Forsyth’s 
“Electra Rising.” Mr. Forsyth is a professor 
and resident composer in the U of A’s music 
department. This ethereal piece is one of sev- 
eral of his compositions that are part of this 
year’s schedule. 

Appropriately, this piece will be played 
by Amanda Forsyth, Malcolm Forsyth’s 
daughter. She was born in Mr. Forsyth’s home 
of South Africa, although her musical train- 
ing began in Canada. She has studied with 
William Pleeth in London, England and later 
with Harvey Shapiro of the Juilliard School 


in New York. She played two seasons with 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra before be- 
ing picked up by Calgary Philharmonic Or- 
chestra as principal cellist. It was in Calgary 
that Ms. Forsyth first played “Electra Rising” 
in 1995. A member of the University of 
Calgary’s String Quartet, she also teaches cello 
in their faculty of music. 

The concert will end with the tragic and 
triumphant Brahms’ first symphony featur- 
ing the Edmonton Youth Orchestra. The EYO 
was founded in 1952 and has given many 
young musicians the chance to develop their 
art. It supports two orchestras and was given 
the City of Edmonton’s Salute to Excellence 
Award in 1991. The evening’s soloist, 
Amanda Forsyth is one of its esteemed 
alumni as well as seventeen members of the 
ESO. Other EYO graduates have moved on 
to successful careers as music teachers and 
musicians in other orchestras in North 
America. 

This weekend’s performance sounds 
like a good line up. You can’t go wrong with 
Mozart and Brahms. And who could per- 
form Forsyth better than Forsyth? 


Well, folks, it’s country! Swinging, danc- 
ing, fun-loving and full of hit songs, Tracy 
Byrd’s new CDis sure to, er, rock your world.

“Good Ol’ Fashioned Love?” is traditional, 
full of moving lyrics and complimented by a 
tender melody. “If 1 Stay” is a tear-jerker, tell- 
ing about the in-between times of a man 
searching for identity in a relationship that 
may be a little too stifling. And I like the 
clipped, no-holds-barred certainty in the song 
“T Love You, That’s All.”

Da Brat’s 1994 debut album, ” Funkdafied, 
made her the biggest selling solo female rap- 
per ever. Although I was surprised to find this 
out, considering more established female rap- 
pers such as M.C. Lyte and Queen Latifah, it 
is no wonder that Da Brat has sold so many 
records. 

ANOTHATANTRUM, the funkbandit’s 
new album, is a solid effort. The strongest 
point of the album is the production of 
Jermaine Dupri. The first single, “Sittin’ On 
Top of the World,” contains a funky loop cour- 
tesy of Rick James. Also notable on the album 
are guest performances by Krayziebones from 
Bone Thugs-N-Harmony on “Let’s All Get 
High” and TLC’s T-Boz on “Ghetto Love.” 

Da Brat deserves credit, because she has 
achieved success without exploiting her sexu- 
ality like many young female rappers, such 
as Li'l Kim of Junior M.A.FI.A..
